To the Honorable ihe Mayor and Comtnon Council of tlie City of Chicago : 
The Charter of the Chicago Rehof and Aid Society, contiiiiis]>he 
following provision : 

Section 9. It shall be the duty ot the said Board ol Directors to make a report 
at least once a year to the City Council of Cliicago, giving a full account of all 
their doings, a statement of their receipts and expenditures, verified under oath; 
also, of the property owned by the said corporation, and the aaes to which the same 
is appropriated ; also, a list of all the members of said Company, and of all persona 
who have contributed to the objects of the same, with the amoimt of their 
respective contribtttions ; together with such information as they may have 
acquired concerning the condition and w,knts of the poor of said city, and the 
plans and intentions of the said corporation ; which report shall he published in 
the official paper of the city, and such other manner, for general circulation, as 
the City Council shall direct. 

On the 31st of October, 1871, we submitted to yonr Honorable Body 
a report exclusive of the fund for the sufferers by the great fire. 

The present report inclades the funds sent for the sufferers by the 
fire, and is a complete statement of all receipts, from all sources, not 
heretofore reported, and also of all expenditures to and including 
January 6, 1871. 

Heretofore this society has made its report to the Common Council 
every year ; but in view of the large receipts aJid disbursements during 
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the present winter, it has been thought better to give more freqiient 
information of onr transactions. 

In the account of diehursements given helow, will he found the No. 
of the Voucher, the name of the person to whom paid, and the several 
amounts. It must not be understood, however, that in all cases the 
voucher indicates a purchase of the person to whom made, as, in some 
instances, our officers or agents have attached receipted hills to a 
voucher representing the amount paid ; but in all such cases the 
receipted bills will be found with the voucher. 

We shall take pleasure in exhihiting all vouchers to any committee 
your Honorable Body may appoint for that purpose.

We regard it aa a duty to make this anncmncement the earliest day that it 
could be made with reasonable assurance ol its correctness. 

At the date of this Report, January 6th, there are 9,885 families receiving 
general relief, such as food, fuel and clothing, which are claasified, as ia condition, 
occupation and nationality, as follows :
